J ohn M. Prentice is on the g rand 
jury as the juror 
from 
Wy oming 
towmship, and is 
perhaps the 
only 
man in the sta te of Illinois who serv­ 
ed on a jury at the ag e of sixteen 
y ears. 
Mr. Prentice did this very 
thing many y ea rs ag o, for he is now 
quite an old man. 
It was like this: 
W hen he was in his sixteenth y ear, 
Mr. Prentice ca me to Dixon 
from 
Pa wpa w to attend circuit court which 
was in session at that time. He oc­ 
cupied a seat in the court room dur­ 
ing the sesion, and at tha t time the 
a ttorney s in a particular ca se were 
selecting a jury . 
The reg ula r panel 
of petit jurors had been exa mined 
and the court called upon Mr. Pren­ 
tice who looked very much like j\ 
man over a g e, to be sworn as a juror. 
No one knew bow old he was, nor 
did the a ttorney s ask him tha t ques­ 
tion. 
Mr. Prentice was not awa re 
that he had to. be of a g e in order to 
serve as a juror. He was a ccepted and 
the ca se prog ressed until a lmost the 
end when it was discovered in some 
ma nner tha t Mr. Prentice w'as not of 
ag e. 
When that fact was known the 
wheels of justice stopped suddenly . 
La wy ers a rg ued, and the court said 
tha t if the trial was stopped the ca se 
could not be tried that term. 
After 
much talk and arg ument over the a d­ 
visa bility of permitting Mr. Prentice 
to sit on the case as a juror, it was 
ag reed to keep him in the jury box 
and proceed with the case. 
Tha t was 
done, hence the present g rand juror 
from W y oming is perhaps the only 
ma n in Illinois who ever 
sa t on a 
ca se as a juror before he was twenty - 
one y ears of ag e.

and 
second 
offense. 
The 
indictments 
a g a inst the drug g ists and 
bottlers 
was a surprise and did not come be­ 
fore the g rand jury until four o’clock. 
The cha rg es made are the result of 
detective work done by Rev. P. A. 
Hultg ren, who say s that he is a Con­ 
g reg a tiona l minister from Kewanee,. 
and a representa tive of the Swedish 
Tempera nce union, a ssisted by J ohn 
S. Peterson. He produced liquor sold 
him on March 2 8 by Gust Will, drug ­ 
g ist at Seventh street and Fourteenth 
a venue; W. B. Arnold, drug g ist 
on 
Seventh street; J ohn A. Carlson, a 
bottler at Ninth street and 
Four­ 
teenth a venue, and J ohn O. and Hu­ 
g o Kling , whose bottling works are 
located on Fourteenth a venue. Pastor 
Hultg ren presented a ma ss of evi­ 
dence a g a inst these five and indict­ 
ments were returned in all five cases. 
The indictment of these five is said 
to be the result of a quiet ca mpa ig n 
made by the Swedish 
Tempera nce 
union. 
The indicted ones ha ve all 
secured leg al advice and ma y fig ht 
the case, it being a lleg ed that Pa stor 
Hultg ren secured the 
g oods in 
at 
lea st two ca ses under fa lse represen­ 
tations. 
As there is no court to­ 
day , they will be broug ht into court 
tomorrow morning , when 
all 
will 
probably file bonds.

OLDEST RESIDENT 
OF HARMON DEAD 


HENRY BRILL SAW THE VILLAGE 
GROW FROM ITS 
FIRST 
SETTLEMENT. 


RURAL DELIVERY FROM VILLAGE 


Fo rmer Resident Befo re Grand J ury ; 
So me Bridg e* Need Attentio n 
Very Badly . 
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Harmon. April 12— Henry Brill is 
dead. 
The end 
came 
painlessly 
shortly after midnight y esterday . 
Thus passed away the oldest resi­ 
dent of this part of Lee county . Mr. 
Brill was born, of English parentage, 
in Saratoga couny t, Ne w -¥ <H-k, July 
6, 1817, and died April 11. 1906, be­ 
ing eighty -eight y ears, nine months 
and five day s old. 
While-still living 
in New York, in 184 7, he was m ar­ 
ried to Caroline Wenham, 
and to 
them were born two children, 
Mrs. 
H annah Rhodenbaugh and Henry J. 
Brill, both now living in Harmon, At 
the time of his death he had seven 
grandchildren and ten great grand­ 
children. Mrs. Brill 
died in 
May, 
1903. 
In 1X54. like so many others, Mr. 
and Mrs. Brill came west, locating 
for two y ears In Bureau county , this 
state, and two y ears later, in 1856, 
moved to Lee county , where Mr. Brill 
has ever since resided near what is 
now the village of Harmon. 
During 
the fifty y ears of his residence here, 
great changes have taken place. He 
saw this part of the country changed 
from a desolate, uninhabited neigh­ 
borhood, located on 
the 
northern 
edge of what was once the W inneba­ 
go swamps, dotted litre and there 
with a pioneer’s shack, to a thickly 
settled land, abounding in fine, pro­ 
ductive farms, and by the magic of 
the dredge, Winnebago swamps have 
been removed from the map. 
Mr. 
Brill too kpart in this development. 
He was a good neighbor, a conscien­ 
tious man and a good citizen, until 
the very end taking part in the gov­ 
ernm ent of the community in which 
he lived. 
He was seen in the village 
on election day . April 3, when he 
cast a ballot to help elect his grand­ 
son to a town office. 
In 1856, when 
Mr. Brill came to Lee county , besides 
two shacks in what is now the vil­ 
lage of Harmon, there was just one 
other dwelling 
between 
Palestine 
Grove and Rock Falls. Sixteen y ears 
after he came here Harmon was sta rt­ 
ed as a village, so no history of the 
growth and development of this part 
of the country would be complete 
without the mention of Henry Brill. 
The funeral will take place from 
the Methodist church here at 1:30 p. 
m. Friday , Rev. Gage of the Rock 
Falls M. E. church officiating. Inter­ 
ment will be in Greenwood cemetery . 


Bridges Need Attention. 


The W adsworth bridge, two miles 
north of town, is impassy lde. 
For 
two y ears or more, on a pietv of soap 
box nailed to this structure is painted 
the word “Condemned,” aiid for a 
longer period than two y ears this 
bridge has been an ey esore. 
While 
only fourteen or sixteen feet wide, 
the south end was several feet near­ 
er China than the north end.

trouble has been explained as caused 
by the south end of the structure be­ 
ing located directly over a bed of 
q uicksand so deep that no pile has 
been able to reach the bottom.

It is the p opular belief tha t the flight 
of the birds is much sw ifter than that 
of the insects, b ut a num ber 
o> natural­ 
ists who have been m ak ing a study of 
the m atter think tha t such is not the 
case. 
A common house fly, for ex ample, ia 
not very rapid in its flight. hut its 
wings m ak e 800 beats a second and 
send it through the air twenty-five feet, 
under ordinary circumstances, in that 
: space of time. 
W hen the insect is 
alarmed, however, it has been found 
that it can increase its rate of speed by 
over 160 feet p er seoond. If it could 
continue such rapid flight for a mile in 
a straight line, it would cover that dis­ 
tance iu ex actly thirty-three seconds. 
It is not an uncommon thing when 
traveling by rail iu the sum m er tim e to 
see a bee or w asp k eeping up with the 
; train and trying to get in at one of the 
windows. A swallow is considered one 
I of the swiftest of flying birds, and it 
j was formerly thought that no insect 
could escap e it.
